China in au interview with a special cor- 
lrespondent of the king end Tientain 
Pines, He admitted that the leadership 
ofthe Kuomintang was now in the hands 
of the communists who held most of the’ 
important positiong in thé party, bub 
denied that thé rank ond file bad any 
laympathy with the gospel of destruc- 
tion und murder‘as preached by Moscow. 
On. the-contrary they were strongly. op- 
posed to: the spurious followers ‘of 
Marxism and had decided to organize a 
guparate party to fight their pernicious 
activities in this country. * ‘ 
“The so-called ‘Chinese ‘conimuuists.” 
continued ‘Mr, Feng, ‘are in @ decided 
minority, although well) organized as 
compared with other parties, They are 
principally drawn from the ranks of 
students, university professors and dis- } 
gruntled politicians, quod their principal 
object is to obtain money” from the Rus- 
sinns. .1 have no knowledge of the exact 
amount which the Bolsheviks spend an- 
uiliy on propaganda work'in this coun- 
try, but it.must be a tremendously larke 
ont. as in Canton alone they haye already:

Asked for his opinion whether Dr. 
Sun’a present ‘strong profession. of love 
for the Bolsheviks was sincere, Mr. Feng 
rveplied in the negative. Dr.’ Sun, he 
said, was a great opportunist, and had 
no principle of his own in spite of his. 
repented pronouncement to the contrary. 
He had tried to befriend England, Ame- 
‘rica, Japan‘in turn, and it’ was because 
he failed in his political.ambitions with 
thyse countries that he had decided to 
din to the Russian Bolsheviks, It was 
a ense of political expediency pure’ aod 
simple, If .England,. or, America, . or{ 
Japan, chose to support bim-in his poli- 
tical ambitions to-day he would have no 
use for the Bolsheviks the next morning. 

Concerning the agitation for the abro- 
gation of all woecjtal treaties of Chins, 
My. Feng svd: ‘ye movement is un- 
timely and bound to defeat ite own oh- 
ject. That some of China’s treaties with} 
the Powers need révision, not only Chin-| 
ese , but all reasonable forelgners ure 
agreed, hut,the present moment is parti- 
cularly unsuited for launching such an 
agitation. For example, -the extra-ter- 
ritorial rights of the Powers in China’ 
are the ‘result. of one of the unequal

The circumstances of the case indicate 
suicide, and it is stated that Mr. Higgios 
had business worries. Divisional Inspec- 
‘tor C, Arigis in charge of the “case. 

A man of about-so} Mr. Higgins came 
to Hongkong about 30 years ago from 
Australia, and was employed as a cutter 
by Messrs. Lane, Crawford, Ltd. He left 
the Colony and travelled ‘in Russia, and | 
during the war served as an interpreter 
in . Archangel. Returning to” Hongkong 
in 1920, "he joingd the tailoring frm of 
Messrs. J. T. Shaw. For the past nine 
months, Mr. Higgins had carried on a 
business of his own in Ice House Street. l 


He leaves a widow and one aon at Home. 
The funeral will take place to-day.”
